Brock falls on Queenston Heights 


Crowd of 15,000 
► witnesses War of 
1812 battle re-en¬ 
actment spectacle

Major General Sir Isaac Brock, portrayed by Scott Finlay, led his men into battle on Queenston Heights Saturday and within 
minutes fell to his death from a musket shot to the chest. Some historians say the battle, which was won by the British after 
Major General Sir Roger Hale Sheaffe took command, was a turning point in the war. 


It was over in no time. 

Under cloudy skies with 
the occasional light drizzle, 
the crowd gathered at 
Queenston Heights Saturday 
noticeably tensed as Major 
General Isaac Brock bravely 
led his men into the midst of 
musket-fire, succumbed 
within minutes from a hit to 
the chest and was quickly 
whisked off the battlefield. 

Saturday's hour-long re¬ 
enactment of the Battle of 
Queenston Heights included 
Brock's charge and three 
other stages of battle. 

It drew about 15,000 history 
buffs, parents, kids and the 
simply curious who were 
treated to a spectacular show 
as about 1,000 re-enactors, 
cannons, muskets and pyro¬ 
technics made history come 
alive on the 200th anniversa¬ 
ry of the batde, considered by 
many a turning point of the 
War of 1812. 

It also commemorated the 
day a Canadian hero was 

Scott Finlay, a Parks Canada 
employee who has portrayed 
Brock at many events and on 
film in productions retelling 
the 200-year-old story, dis¬ 
putes those who claim the 
major general made an error 
in judgement when he took 
his place at the front of the 
line that day in history.

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Curfew for loud parties, amplified music 11 p.m. 



The Town has passed a 
new noise bylaw, and will 
now work at training staff to 
enforce it. 

After several months of 
discussion and input from a 
noise expert, the Town 
passed the bylaw after invit¬ 
ing Frank Westway, dBA 
Consulting Services Inc., to 
answer any unresolved 


questions that council had 
in regard to noise. 

The cost associated with 
sound-reading equipment is 
high—it can cost anywhere 
from $3,500 to $18,000, with 
training costing $3,000 per 
person. There is also an 
annual fee of $1,500 to keep 
the equipment up-to-date, 
Westway told them. 

The concern regarding 
the safety of staff to enforce 
this bylaw was also brought 
up, but Westway said that in 


his 20 years enforcing noise 
bylaws he had one gun 
pulled on him, but that it all 
came down to proper train¬ 
ing. 

The town will now look at 
ways to enforce this bylaw, 
likely including the services 
of staff to cover peak noise 
times, typically Friday and 
Saturday nights. 

The noise curfew has 
changed to 11 p.m., to 7 a.m., 
an hour later than the 10 
p.m. curfew originally sug- 

Councillor lamie King 
thought that the 11 p.m. cur¬ 
few for noise was too late 
and brought forward a 
motion to keep it at 10 p.m. 
but couldn't find a second- 

On Sundays and statutory 
holidays the curfew ends at 
9 a.m. 

Operation of any con¬ 
struction equipment has a 7 
p.m. to 7 a.m. curfew and is 
not permitted on Sundays. 

Public meetings for the 


draft noise bylaw were held 
in February, March and 
again Oct. 1, and it was 
through these meetings that 
staff came up with final noise 

Noisy late-night partying 
will carry a hefty minimum 
fine of $350 per person resid¬ 
ing at the residence in ques- 

Operation of any elec¬ 
tronic device with loud¬ 
speakers intended for the 
production, reproduction or 
amplification of sound, 
including a radio, television, 
amplifier, loud speaker, pub¬ 
lic address system or other 
sound equipment carries a 
$500 fine. 

Detonation of fireworks 
or explosive devices also 
carries a $500 fine. 

Also included in the 
bylaw is a process to apply to 
council for an exemption 
from the bylaw.

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Business goes on for MPPS after McGuinty steps down as premier 


Kim Craitor, Liberal MPP 
for Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
Niagara Falls and Fort Erie, 
admits to being shocked 
when Liberal leader Dalton 
McGuinty stepped down as 
premier Monday. 

McGuinty had taken part 
in caucus discussions earlier 
in the day, and then asked 
his MPPs to attend a dinner 
hour special caucus meet¬ 
ing—not that unusual, 
Craitor says. 

When he got to the meet¬ 
ing and saw the number of 
media present, he thought 
maybe there was going to be 
a cabinet change announce¬ 
ment—until he saw 
McGuinty's wife Terri enter 
the room at her husband's 

Craitor says he can't pin¬ 
point why this Monday was 
the day the premier decided 
to step down. 

There have been a num¬ 
ber of issues creating ten¬ 
sion—gas plants and public 
sector wages the two most 
difficult—but nothing that 


seemed to come to a head 
this week. 

"Dalton is a man of cour¬ 
age," said Craitor, doubting 
thathispremierwasstepping 
down to avoid facing his crit- 

He also wouldn't specu¬ 
late on whether McGuinty 
felt a new leader is needed to 
face the Conservatives, 
although Craitor has often 
speculated there would bean 
election sooner rather than 
later—certainly by spring. 

"The Conservatives want 
an election," he said, noting 
leader Tim Hudak's party is 
pushing him in that direc¬ 
tion. 

Sometimes, Craitor said, a 
politician just wakes up and 
knows the day has come to 
step down. 

He indicated pressure on 
family when criticism 
becomes too intense can 
sometimes be a factor. 

When you become leader, 
there are many sacrifices to 
be made, and not just by the 
politician, but by family as 


well, he said. 

McGuinty, he said, 
it clear he feels his tin 
come to move on.

feedback and 
several changes have 
been made to die town's 
bus routes. 

Some of the changes 
include: 

• Additional stops 
along Queen Street at the 
Canada Post Office (oppo¬ 
site Valu mart); 

• Inbound and out¬ 
bound stops at the 
Community Centre; and 

• Extended service to 
the Gateway/Hilton 
Garden area in Glendale, 
which will also include 
stops along Airport Road 
between York and 
Queenston Roads. 

To accommodate 


these changes, some time 
adjustments had to be 
made to the route in Old 
Town. For instance, 
instead of the bus making 
a Wellington/Byron/King 
Street loop around 
Simcoe Park, it will now 
travel down Picton Street 
before stopping at the 
Court House. 

Access to the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake Hospital will 
still be provided through 
a stop in front of St. 
Vincent de Paul Church. 

“We are confident 
these changes will help to 
boost ridership where the 
demand is higher. While 
the inbound route is now 
somewhat slower due to 


the Glendale area traffic, 
it should balance out 
with efficiencies on the 
outbound line,” said 
Ewald Kuczera, the 
Town’s director of public 

“We have also set a 
fixed time per hour at 
Niagara College to ensure 
smooth connections to 
transit systems bound for 
St. Catharines and 
Niagara Falls.”

Renewed Computer 
Technology (RCT) 
focuses on reusing 
technology to preserve 
the environment by 
diverting toxic ele¬ 
ments from landfills. 

As part of that goal, 
RCT is hosting an 


E-Round Up event on 
Saturday Oct. 20, from 
10 to 3 p.m. at their 
location at 1875Niagara 
Stone Road—the for¬ 
mer high school build¬ 
ing. 

RCT is a non-profit 
charitable organization 
that focuses on extend¬ 
ing the life of technol¬ 
ogy and giving stu¬ 


dents, educators and 
not-for-profit organiza¬ 
tions increased access 
to information tech¬ 
nology and learning 
opportunities. 

RCT has been in the 
Niagara Peninsula for 
more than a decade 
and just passed the 
370,000 threshold for 
the number of comput¬ 


ers they have sent out 
to schools. Each month 
they provide schools 
with 300 to 600 com¬ 
puters. 

Recycling an item is 
the last effort in the 
cycle of “reduce, reuse, 
recycle,” and RCT is 
focusing on the reus¬ 
ing aspect.

Time to move quickly to replace leader 


Whatever their political stripe, it 
seems most people can find something 
good to say about Liberal Dalton 
McGuinty, who stepped down Monday 
as leader of his party. 

He has struggled with several issues— 
the cancellation of two power plants, 
the e-health and Omge debacles, clash¬ 
es with the teachers union, and most 
significantly, a province deeply in debt. 

Whether any one of these or even a 
combined effect were sufficient to cause 
him to resign is doubtful. He's no strang¬ 
er to criticism, although it did seem to 
be piling up at an alarming rate 

There is discussion that he might 
want to take a run at the federal Liberal 
leadership. Well, he's certainly won his 
share of elections, and might have rea¬ 
son to believe he can gamer national 
support. 

Or he might believe his Liberal party, 
still struggling with a minority, will be 
facing an election soon, and will have a 
better chance of receiving a majority 
under new leadership. 

Whatever his reasoning, he obviously 
thinks it's the right time to go. 

More problematic is that parliament 
is on hold. We can surmise that 


McGuinty is planning on leaving it on 
hold while a leadership convention is 
organized. But is this good for the prov¬ 
ince of Ontario? For the people of 
Ontario? 

The work of MPPs with their constit¬ 
uents may continue, but the work of 
government does not. 

We can only hope that a leadership 
convention be organized as quickly as 
possible, a new Liberal leader 
announced and the legislature recon¬ 
vened—or an election called. 

McGuinty leaves behind a legacy that 
includes reasons for him to be proud of 
his accomplishments. He's continued a 
family tradition of public service. He is 
by all accounts a good man, a family 
man, a man—and a politician—with 
good intentions. And he left under his 
own steam, which says something for 
his character. 

But leaving the people of Ontario in 
limbo for any length of time is not a 
good idea. 

If McGuinty is a man who has the 
best interests of the province at heart, 
and we believe he is, he needs to move 
quickly, see a new leader elected and let 
government get back to work.

Defenders of the Town 



Andrew Porteus, chair of the N0TL Public Library, Debbie Smith, Nancy Penner, Beth Labelle, 
Laura Tait and library CEO Cathy Simpson accept their plaque as the newest Defender of the 
Town - a title befitting a community institution which traces its history to June 8,1800 and is 
recognized as the first circulating library in Upper Canada. While the Town was occupied by 
American troops in 1813, the military borrowed books from its collection. Many volumes were 
lost, stolen or destroyed by the time the American troops withdrew and burned the town in 
December 1813. The library never fully recovered and was replaced in 1848 by the Niagara 
Mechanic’s Institute Library, an association of working men seeking self-improvement through 
education. In 1895 provincial legislation changed the institutes’ libraries into public libraries. 
Janet Carnochan worked tirelessly until her death in 1926 to preserve Niagara’s history and 
establish the Library as the social, political and information centre of the community. In 1976, 
the Janet Carnochan Room was opened in her honour to house the Library’s local history collec¬ 
tion. In the year leading up to the 1812 Bicentennial, the number of researchers using the 
Carnochan Collection increased dramatically. In 2011 more than 350 visitors used this unique 
collection.

orable exception, the resi¬ 
dence of the President 
(since it was a public 
building) was set on fire. 

The building was saved 
then painted white to 
cover the scars - hence 
the White House. 

So remember these 
facts when we endure the 
re-enactment of the burn¬ 
ing of our town next year. 
War is Hell, no matter 
where or when.

Now the change in tem¬ 
perature and the rain are 
bringing down more leaves, 
now it is good to save the 
leaves, chop them up (with 
the lawn mower) and add 
them to your compost - 
but if you have a Maple 


with ‘Tar Spot’ (usually 
Norwegian Maples). Do 
not add them to your com¬ 
post—they are garbage. 

Have you been shop¬ 
ping for your spring bulbs? 
Great variety out there, but 
be sure to read the direc¬ 
tions for depth of planting, 
and don’t forget to add 
some bone meal or blood 
meal to help the bulbs and 
discourage the squirrels.

Research shows high dosages of Vitamin C and lysine help prevent heart attacks 


Cardiologists do 
their patients a 
disservice when 
they ignore this 
research 


Why is heart attack the 
number one killer in this 
country? 

Ninety-nine per cent of 
doctors say it’s due to ath¬ 
erosclerosis (hardening of 
arteries) and that choles¬ 
terol lowering drugs are 
the primary way to treat it.

Semmelweiss, a colleague, 
for showing that by simply 
washing hands, deaths 
were prevented. 

Years later Dr. Linus 
Pauling, two-time Noble 
Prize winner, is ignored for 
reporting that large 
amounts of vitamin C and 
lysine are needed to pre¬ 
vent coronary attacks. 

Twenty-five years ago 
Pauling reported that ani¬ 
mals make vitamin C and 
humans do not. That’s why 
sailors died of scurvy dur¬ 
ing long sea voyages, but 


the ship’s cat survived. 

Vitamin C is required to 
manufacture healthy col¬ 
lagen, the glue that holds 
coronary cells together, 
just like mortar is needed 
for bricks. Lysine, like steel 
rods in cement, makes col¬ 
lagen stronger. Pauling 
claimed it takes a mere 10 
milligrams to prevent scur¬ 
vy, but several thousand to 
prevent heart attack. 

Williams Stehbens, 
Professor of Anatomy at 
Wellington University in 
New Zealand, proved 
Paulingwas right. Stebhens’ 
research showed that coro¬ 
nary arteries closest to the 
heart are under the great¬ 
est pressure. This causes 
collagen to fracture result¬ 
ing in the formation of a 
blood clot and death. 

Dr. Sydney Bush, an 
English researcher, has 
now proved that vitamin C 
can reverse atherosclero¬ 
sis. Bush took retinal pho¬ 
tographs, then started his 
patients on high doses of 
vitamin C and lysine. One 
year later additional pic¬ 


tures showed atherosclero¬ 
sis had regressed in retinal 
arteries. This also occurs in 
coronary arteries. 

So what has happened 
to these monumental find¬ 
ings? 

Bush, like Semmelweiss, 
has been ridiculed by car¬ 
diologists. One has to ask 
whether cardiologists, by 
ignoring his results, are 
condemning thousands of 
people to an early needless 
coronary heart attack. 

Fourteen years ago fol¬ 
lowing my own coronary 
attack, cardiologists 
claimed it was sheer mad¬ 
ness for me to refuse cho¬ 
lesterol-lowering drugs. 
Instead, I decided to take 
high doses of vitamin C 
plus lysine with breakfast 
and the evening meal, for 
several reasons. 

IknewthatDr. Graveline, 
a physician and NASA 
astronaut, had twice devel¬ 
oped transient global 
amnesia from taking 
Lipitor. I was also aware 
that patients have died 
from CLDs. Others have 


developed kidney, liver 
and muscle complications. 
I also believed the research 
of Pauling and Stehbens 
irrefutable. Now, the work 
of Dr. Bush has convinced 
me my decision was pru¬ 
dent. 

But to take large doses 
of vitamin C and lysine 
requires swallowing many 
pills daily. It’s a tall order 
for those who dislike swal¬ 
lowing one pill. So for sev¬ 
eral years I’ve been trying 
to find a company that 
would manufacture a com¬ 
bination of vitamin C and 
lysine powder. 

Now Medi-C Plus is 
available at health food 
stores. Its sales will help 
support The Gifford-Jones 
Professorship in Pain 
Control and Palliative Care 
at the University of 
Toronto. 

The dosage for the Medi 
-C Plus combination is one 
flat scoop with breakfast 
and the evening meal with 
either water or orange 
juice. Those at greater risk 
should take one flat scoop 


three times a day. If high 
doses cause diarrhea, the 
dose should be decreased. 

This column does not 
recommend that those tak¬ 
ing CLDs should stop them. 
This is a decision that can 
only be made by patients 
and doctors. 

Most of today’s cardiol¬ 
ogists are impervious to 
persuasion. They continue 
to believe that cholesterol¬ 
lowering drugs are the be- 
all-and-end-all to prevent 
heart attack. They’ve been 
brain-washed by millions 
of dollars worth of promo¬ 
tion by pharmaceutical 
companies. It reminds me 
of the saying that cautions 
"It’s not what you don’t 
know what gets you into 
trouble, it’s die things you 
know for sure that ain’t 

It’s time for cardiolo¬ 
gists to have an open mind 
and stop ignoring this 
research. As for me, I bet 
my life on it.

His clients, he says, are 
collectors who may not have 
the time, the interest or the 
ability to build models them- 

His current commission 
is to build a model of the 
Mayflower for an American 
whose ancestors traveled on 
it to a new life in North 
America in 1620. 

But since so litde is known 
about the ship, except that it 
would have been a cargo 
ship used to transport wine

After considerable 
research, an important tool 
of most modelers, he is 
building a reconstruction of 
what the Mayflower likely 
looked like, he said. 

While Short says he is 
lucky to spend an hour or 
two a day at his hobby, 
Antscherl is more likely to 
put in a five to 10 hour day to 
complete his commissions.

It is slow work, he says, "not 
something you do for instant 
gratification." 

And it's not unusual for 
modelers to take several years 
to complete a model. 

The Maritime Modelers of 
Niagara now has 18 members, 
and a different topic of discus¬ 
sion each month. 

Sometimes members dem¬ 
onstrate something they've 
learned that might help others, 
or occasionally they invite a 
guest speaker who has some 
particular expertise or experi- 

This month, guest speaker 
Gill Bibby, a master boat build¬ 
er, surveyor and 1812 re-enac- 
tor, will talk about two 1812 war 
ships, the Hamilton and the 
Scourge. 


They are American war ships 
now belonging to the city of 
Hamilton, that lie in about 300 
feet of water six miles from 
shore, near Port Dalhousie. 
They went down in August, 
1813, taking American sailors 
with them, and were found 150 
years later by Jacques Cousteau, 
who filmed them in 1980. 

At that time, says Short, the 
water was relatively clear and 
the film provided a good look at 
the well-reserved vessels. 
They're covered in zebra mus¬ 
sels now and there is little that 
can be seen from current pho- 

There has been talk over the 
years that the US would like to 
raise the ships and preserve 
them in a museum, but the city 
of Hamilton is reluctant to let 
them go, fearing the deteriora¬ 
tion that would cause. 


The modeling club has 
decided that Bibby's timely pre¬ 
sentation that ties in with War 
of 1812 commemorations 
should be open to the public. 

Bibby is "quite a character," 
says Short. He appears in peri¬ 
od costume and is an enthusi¬ 
astic re-enactor and speaker. 

"It should be a good talk for 
anyone who is interested in his- 

Bibby will be showing a DVD 
of the wrecks as photographed 
by Cousteau for National 
Geographic. He will also be dis¬ 
cussing the current situation 
regarding the wrecks.

tor Mike Galloway. 

In April, 2009 a represen¬ 
tative of E-One inspected 30 
units and reported 18 had 
been installed correctly and 
had no issues. That meant 
40 per cent had issues. 

Steip knows of at least 
two homeowners who are 
now on their fifth pump, the 
last four replaced at their 
own expense, at a cost of 
about $2,600 each time. 

In August, 2010, Steip 
says, public works director 
Ewald Kuczera proposed a 
grinder pump replacement 
program to deal with pumps, 
based on an eight-year ser¬ 
vice life, but it was contin¬ 
gent on several conditions, 
one of which was that the 
supplier had to inspect the 
pump to ensure it was not 
incorrectly installed or its 
failure the fault of the hom¬ 
eowner. 

The program would pay 
out the remainder of the 
pump's life, based on the 
eight-year estimate, but 
Steip says it has been diffi¬ 
cult for residents to meet all 
the conditions specified. 

The Town has said it will 
not take any responsibility 
for pumps or lateral lines on 
private property, and will 
not impose a tax liability on 
residents who do not have 
grinder pumps, says Steip. 

But the St. Davids 
Ratepayers Association says 
that is unreasonable, given 
the grinder pumps were 
forced on residents against 
their will. 


Steip wasn't one of the 
residents who argued 
against them when they 
were first proposed—with a 
failing septic system, he was 
just happy to see sewers 
installed. 

Butthere was vocal oppo¬ 
sition to the grinder pumps 
from residents who saw 
trouble coming for those 
whose sewage disposal was 
going to depend on a 
mechanical device pumping 
effluent uphill. 

The solution the ratepay¬ 
ers have come up with and 
presented to council 
Monday is for a annual tax 
rebate of $325 for those who 
were forced to accept grind¬ 
er pumps—not those who 
buy homes in the village 
now knowing they require 
the pump system— for as 
long as they own their 

The amount of the rebate 
is based on the cost of the 
pump with an eight-year life 
span. Steip also requested a 
small increase based on the 
inflation index added to 
that. 

This solution doesn't cre¬ 
ate an economic hardship 
to other taxpayers, he says, 
but puts those with grinder 
pumps on a level playing 
field with those whose sew¬ 
age disposal system relies 
only on gravity, without the 
added expense of replacing 
a mechanical pump.

Upcoming is Frank 
Whittle, today, Oct. 17, at 3 
p.m. Whittle invented the jet 

Next month's topic is Dr. 
Hawley Crippen, an 
American doctor who was 
convicted of murdering his 
wife in Britain in 1910, and 
hanged for the crime. Some 
researchers now believe 
DNA evidence exonerates 
him. Did he kill his wife?

Many generals of that era 
led their troops to battle, he 
said—it was what was 
expected of a strong leader. 

And it was who Brock 

"He was audacious. He 
was a man who took huge 


If by some miracle he had 
survived that battle, there 
would have been another 
soon after that would likely 
have been his demise, sug¬ 
gested Finlay. 

"If it hadn't been that par¬ 
ticular moment, it would 
have been later that day, or 
later that month. He would 
have put himself in harm's 
way again." 


Finlay expected the brief 
charge to his death to be the 
"simplest portrayal" of Brock 
he'd ever have to play, and at 
the Heights, in the hours 
leading up to batde, he could 
be found relaxed and chat¬ 
ting with the many people 
who had come to witness 
Brock's death. 

But he admitted to having 
a small case of nerves when 


the moment drew near, and 
he realized how close he'd be 
to hundreds of re-enactors 
aiming their muskets at him. 

His death, however, 
turned out to be quite com¬ 
fortable, he said, as he waited 
just seconds after he crum¬ 
pled to the ground for his 
men to reach him, roll him 
into a blanket and rush him 
off the field to a place where

he could witness the success 
of the battle that continued 
without him—success due to 
the bravery of the native 
people who aggressively 
attacked the Americans and 
took the Heights. 

The man who has been 
Brock for more than a year- 
called upon to take on the 
important role mostly 
because he had the correct 
uniform, he jokes—now says 
he has mixed feelings about 
the end of a role he has 
enjoyed playing. 

"It was an opportunity to 
see how much this person 
meant to the average 
Canadian," he said. 

"He was incredibly impor¬ 
tant to a lot of people, par¬ 
ticularly in this area. There 
was a very visceral reaction 
to this man—a reaction that 
has become quite tangible. 
That's not bad for someone 
who has been dead for 200 

And as a man who enjoys 
meeting people, Finlay dis¬ 
covered the recognizable 
role of Brock the ideal one to 
play. 

"Everyone loves to chat. 


It's fascinating who you 
meet, and the conversations 
you have." 

He will continue to play a 
role in 1812 commemora¬ 
tions, he says—just not as 
Brock. 

When Saturday's battle 
was over and thousands 
gathered for a commemora¬ 
tive ceremony at Brock's 
Monument, Finlay was there 
to listen, blending in to the 
crowd in a sombre civilian 
period costume, not the 
familiar bright red coat and 
black hat that had made him 
a crowd stand-out in events 
leading up to his fatal mus¬ 
ket hit earlier in the after¬ 
noon, and before respects 
were paid as a horse-drawn 
wagon left Queenston 
Heights, supposedly carry¬ 
ing Brock's body. 

Sunday, he was back in 
the thick of bicentennial 
commemorations, again in 
civilian costume as he 
marched through NOTL 
streets in Brock's funeral 
procession and back to Fort 
George for a service that 
drew a spectacular weekend 
of events to a close.
